PRESIDENT TAKES UP NEW

WASHINGTON. June 22.—Fourth Assist- 


ant Postmaeter-General Bristow held a con- 
ference Sunday with President Roosevelt, 
and is said to have presented absolute 
proof that every employe in the New York 
office was compelled to make a campaign

LOOPING THE LOOP 


Youth, Who Attempted Daring Feat 
on Skates, Fell From Top 
of Circle.

INDIANAPOLIS, June 22.—William Zim- 
merman, a young man who was injured at 
the Cyclorama pbuilding Thursday in h.s 
attempt to “loop the loop,” is still In a 
semi-unconscious condition at St. Vincent’s 
hospital. His death is feared at any time. 

Zimmerman’s frightful fall thrilled with 
horror a large crowd. He is a bartender, 
the son of a saloon-keeper, and is 20 years 
old. 

He had seen the feat of looping the loop 
on skates and had a great desire to try it. 
He begged permission and when his request 
Was granted went into it despite the 
pleading of his family and friends. He had 
never tried the feat until the night on 
which he met with the accident. 

In the audience was Ray Sievens, who 
had made the loop successfully several! 
times and who had twice sustained desper- 
ate injuries and was then recuperating 
from hurts. 

The loop is made In the same way as on 
a bicycle, except that the pertersber wears 
a pair of iron skates weighing 100 pounds.

The Consistory at the Vatican Today 
co 


Made Brief, Lasting but 
35 Minutes. 


ROME, June 22.—The consistory at the 
vatican today was specially important 
owing to the persistent rumors regarding 
the Pope's ill health and the previous 
postponements. Naturally, a ceremony in 
which the Pope, half hidden in vestments, 
is borne on a chair and is continually as- 
sisted, is not the best opportunity to judge 
of his appearance or the state of his health, 
but a man capable of undergoing the 
strain of such a function has plenty ‘of 
vitality. The pontiff’s features seemed 
Slightly more clear cut and his hands 
trembled perceptibly, but his voice is 
Plainly heard, though it has lost something 
of its power. The ceremony was shortened 
as much as possible, and only lasted about 
3 minutes. All the cardinals of the curla 
were invited to the vatican half an hour 
before the Pope’s appearance, and they 
assembled in the consistory hall in otder 
of precedence and formed a striking pic- 
ture. The entrance of the Pope, clad in 
white vestments and surrounded by his 
trusted companions in their red robes, 
gave a finishing touch to the scene. After 
receiving the homage of those present the 
pontiff recited a prayer and then proceed- 
ea@ to the nomination of the new cardinals. 

The traditional secrecy was maintained, 
though now it is largely a matter of form. 
The Pope proposed each new cardinal, the 
mémbers of the sacred college signifying 


their agsent by raising their caps.

Monsignor Fischer, archbishop of Cologne; 
Monsignor Taliani, papal nuncio at Vienna; 
Monelgnor Caviccioni, secretary of the con- 
gregation of the council; Monsignor Ajuti, 
papal nuncio at Lisbon; Monsignor Nocel- 
la, secretary of the consistorial congrega- 
tion; Monsignor Katschthaler, ‘shop 
of Salzburg, Austria; Most Rev. Herro y 
Espinoza, archbishop of Valencia.

In 1852 the eastern lines into Omaha 
changed the basis of their rates, giving 
Council Bluffs, immediately across the 
Missouri from Omaha, a large differentia!

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AN EXAMPLE. 

The Illinois Supreme Court has decided that the Cicago 
street railway companies must lower the tunnels under the 
river so that the navigation of the river shall not be ob- 
structed. 

The case came up immediately after the opening of the 
drainage canal which turned the flow of the river from the 
lake but lowered the level so that lake vessels could not reach 
their docks over the humps of the tunnels. 

As usual the companies refused to budge and two years ago 
the legal proceedings were begun which have just terminated 
in the Supreme Court. Whether or not the corporations will 
carry it up to the Supreme Court of the United States is not 
certain. 

The policy of a franchised corporation may be summed up 
in the slang of the day—‘“stand pat.” Take all you can pos- 
sibly get by hook or crook. Give nothing except upon compul- 
sion and make the community fight for that. Such a course 
will diggourage the habit some communities have of expecting 


This attitude has been assumed by the corporations after 
long experience of getting things. They have learned that there 
is a vast popular ignorance of/the economic character of a 
franchise and a vaster popular cowardice in the face of or- 
ganized greed. It is not to be wondered at, therefore, that 
corporations like these Chicago railways, the St. Louis Ter- 
minal, Transit and other corporations should take for granted 
that all they need to do is to ask and it shall be given 
them. Their footing is on nothing but this popular ignorance 
and cowardice. Remove these and they can be brought to 
terms ‘speedily. 


_. The full reports of the public hearings on the terminal loop 
bill and the bridge arbitrary are enlightening the people of St.

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PUBLIC FRANCHISES AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


The correspondent who objects to the salaries paid teachers 
in the public schools of St. Louis sets forth valid grounds of 
objection. It is argued that we ought not to expect the best 
results from public schools when we offer intelligent teachers 
no higher wages than we pay intelligent cooks. 

If this is objectionable, it is still more objectionable to 
find that we have no money in the city treasury or the treas- 
ury of the schools to do better. The most objectionable thing 
possible in such a situation is to find ourselves forced to say: 
“What can we do? How can we help it?” 

In order to escape that, we may better ask why we have 
failed to provide the money in the past and how we may 
escape making the same failure in the future. 

The city is rich, rich in opportunities, rich in privileges, 
rich still in spite of the way it has been plundered in the 
past. 

The sale of its public franchises for public benefit during the 
last ten years might have provided a munificent income for 
public schools and other public purposes during the next 
twenty. The franchises have been sold and the sale has re- 
sulted in profits only to be enumerated in millions. These 
profits continue from year to year and from decade to decade 
and the city is none the richer. It is poorer in the corrup- 
tion of its politics, the prostitution of its public service to an 
organized system of corruption, the object of which is not only 
to hold what has been corruptly gained in the past, but to per- 
petuate the system so that the same results will be inevitable 
in the future. 

Why should this be possible? Why should an intelligent 
people see the privileges and franchises which belong to all 
sold at private sale from year to year when it can be helped, 
when something can be done about it? 

What can be done is to stop this corrupt traffic and to do it 
at once. If the usufruct of public rights in public franchises 
go to the public treasury instead of the pockets of “boodlers” 
and their purchasers at secret sale, the city will no longer be 
compelled either to borrow money at every emergency or to 
perpetuate, as it has so long done, the chronic emergency of a 
depleted treasury. ; 


It might be better for the railroad companies of the United 
States to save money by saving life. The damage suits that 
must follow a record of 858 killed and 64.662 injured in a single 
year will cost them enormously. Surely these figures will lead 
to better management. Both humanity and profit appeal in 
this case for a change. . 
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Considering the great number of liars with which the world 
is already afflicted it is to be regretted that a French theolo- 
gian has published rules making lying at times permissible.

ODD NAUTICAL TERMS.

How many people imagine that that fam- 
lliar word “Admiral” is anything but a 
thorough English word? 

Probably the last origin any would give it 
is eastern. Yet its derivation is simply 
“Emir el bagh,’’ which is Arabic for Lord 
of the sea. 

There is hardly a language that we have 
not put under contribution for sea terms. 
The names of the various officers of a ship 
illustrate this most vividly. 

“Captain” comes straight from the Latin 
“caput,”’ a head; but ‘‘Mate’’ owes nothing 
to any dead language. The word is almost 
identical with Icelandic ‘‘mati,” which 
means a companton or equal. 

The derivation of ‘‘Coxswain’’ would nev- 
er be suspected. Coxswain was originally 
the man who pulled the after oar of the 
captain’s boat, then known as a cock boat. 

“Cock boat’ is a corruption of the word 
“coracle,”” and, as most people know, the 
coracie is a small round boat used for fish- 
ing on some of the Welsh rivers, such as 
the Wye and Usk. So coxswain comes to 
us from the Welsh. 

Other languages are also pressed into the 
service. “‘Cummodore” is simply the Ital- 
lan ‘“‘Commandatore,”’ or commander, and 
“Naval Cadet” was originally the French 
“capdet,”’ which, gotng a step further back, 
has the same origin as the word captain. 
The reason of this apparent anomally is 
that originally all naval cadets were young- 
er sons of noble families who served as 
privates previous to obtaining their com- 
missions. 

There never was such a person as “Davy 
Jones,’ though we frequently hear.of his 
locker. One ought to talk of “Duffy 
Jonah’s’ locker. ‘‘Duffy’’ is the West Ir- 
dian negro term for spirit or ghost, while 
‘“Jonah"’ refers to the prophet of that 
name. 

“Dog watch” is another curious case of a 
term gradually corrupted out of its original 
form. 

Originally it was “dodge watch,’ so de- 
scribed because it lasts only two instead 
of the usual four hours, and thus makes it 
possible that the same men shall not be 
on duty every day during the same hours. 
“Dog watches,”’ so called, are from 4 to 
6 and 6 to 8 in the evening. 

Sailors call salt meat “junk.” It {s not 
a complimentary term, for junk is nautical 
for a rope’s end. Some three thousand 
years ago ropes were made out of bull- 
rushes, for which the Latin word is ‘‘jun- 
cus.”’ 

Nowadays we talk of “port” and “star- 
board.” Originally it was “larboard” and 
“starboard.” 

Starboard has nothing whatever to do 
with stars.. It is really “steor board,” An- 
glo-Saxon for ‘‘steer side,’’ because in old 
galleys steered by an oar the oar was fixed 
somewhat to the right-hand side of the 
stern, and the helmsman held the inboard 
portion in his right hand. 

As for “‘larboard,” it is probably a cor- 
ruption of lower board, the larboard side 
being originally considered inferior to the 
other. 

“Sheet anchor” is the name given to the 
largest anchor carried by a vesse], It ig 
almost as complete a corruption as “dog 
watch.” “Sheet anchor” is really “shote’’ 
anchor, so called because it can, from its 
great weight, be easily shot out in case of 
emergency. 

Again, ‘jury mast” has nothing directly 
to do with a law court jury, though both 
have come from the same original word, 
“jour,” the French for day. Jury mast 
thus means a mast put up temporarily—for 
a day—just as jury in the legal term im- 
plies a tribunal summoned for a short pe- 
riod only.

flow every seven to ten years, thus placing 
themselves “between the devil and the 
deep sea,””’ many wisely gave Up both St.

The consensus of opinion as expressed

The Terminal company and the railroads 
composing it, should, of course, make a 
bridge toll and a terminal charge which 
will afford fair returns for the capital in- 
vested, and there should be no reason why 
they should carry freight over the bridge 
or anywhere else for nothing. 

The conditions now under which they 
“absorb the bridge erbitrary,”’ or in other 
words, carry freignt over the bridge to and 
from East 8t: Louis for nothing, are of 
their own making. 

If our city legislators will put a proviso 
in all perding bli's, previding that the 
companies shall carry friegnat to and frum 
St. Louis cn the same terms as given to 
Kast xt. Louis, the question will settle 
itself. ' 

In case the companies will not accept the 
above terms then put in a proviso that 
they shall make a uniform rate, actording 
to classification of all freight passing over 
the bridge east and west. This last pro- 
vision is the cnly fair and natural ad- 
justment, as it leaves St. Louis and each 
East Side city to stand on its own advan- 
tages and disadvantages of location and 
other conditions. 


There is no justice, fairness or common 
sense in the present arrangements and now 
is the time to provide a proper change in 
them. All of the ratiroads got the whole 
country availing themselves of the bridge 
and terminals can and will readily adjust 
their rates to meet the new conditions. It 
does not seem possible that two or three 
eastern railroad companies mentioned by 
several speakers on the 18th inst. can dom- 
inate the whole matter. If the companies 
will accede to the above Stipulations the 
city can well afford to pass the bills 
without any compensation.

Passengers in Chemica] Building Lifts 


Exposed to Fury of Storm 
and Soaked. 


WALL OF BUILDING IS DOWN. 


Construction of New Wing Necessi- 
tates Leaving Shafts Exposed and 
Results in Great Discomfort 
to the Passengers. 


How would you like to be hoisted 250 
feet in an open cage with a saower-nata 
spraying on you all the way up and all 
your clothes on? 

That is what men and women doing 
business in the Chemical building vunier- 
went Monday morning for . quarter of an 
hour during the heayy rainfall. Winally 
the elevators were stopped altogether, and 
those who had not patience to wait for 
the downpour to cease climbed the stulrs 
to their offices. 

There are two elevator shafts in the 
Chemical building and one side of eacn 
rShaft is open to the weather bevause tic 
connection is now being mnade betwee the 
old building and the new wing in course 
of construction. 

From the frst floor to the roof pasen- 
gers in the elevators nave an open view out 


over the city, as though the elevator ran 
up the outside of some “ tower. 

When the rain started suddenly the water 
poured down the rhaft in torrents, tnrough 
the open iron work ef the elevator curs 
and gave the passengers a ducking. kv- 
erybody shouted his own floor numo x; at 
once and yelled nt the sl-s-uror bev to get 
there quick, eo that they might get in 
out of the wet. 

It was like shootin up the face of 
Niagara Falls in a S oshcat with spray 
Splashing all about. ‘The elevators made 
rueh trips to get the passengers up before 
they got soaked through. 

Ekiveryone in the cars but tho elevator 
boy, who had to stand at his lever despite 
the tempest, began to raise umbrelias. 
Others held raincoats over their heads 
and crowded to the unexposed side of the 
car. 

For a short time the elevators were 
stopped. Ent the cars had to run all morn- 
ing in a dripping condition, and the boys 
had no time to dry out before noon. 

The éngineer of the building said that 
the wall of the shaft had been torn down 
for a week. The iron framework of the 
skyscraper has been intact all the time 
and a partition was to have been built 
Monday to protect the elevatois. Rain i:- 
tefered with the workmen. 

Tarpaulins were hung up as s00n as pos- 
sible, but they afforded littla protection. 

It was impossible the workmen said 
to close up the shaft while the new iron 
beams were being laid in place. 

The dumage done to the building by 
water amounts to about $300.
